The money value of sales in March, 1986, was 
79 per cent. higher than in March, 1935, and varied 
from 9°6 per cent. in the South of England to 6-0 per 
cent. in Central and West End London. Sales of 
food and perishables rose by 9°8 per cent. and those 
of other merchandise by 6-2 per cent. For the two 
months, February-March, total sales showed an 
increase of 7°6 per cent. The index number for 
March was 108, or 6 points higher than for February. 
Stocks at cost were fractionally higher than a year 
earlier. Employment was 5:0 per cent. greater. 


Volume and Value of Our Trade (Page 609) 


On the basis of declared values, imports, exports 
and re-exports in the first quarter of 1936 showed a 
considerable decline in comparison with the corre- 
sponding period of the base year 1930. After making 
allowance for price changes in the interval, however, 
the decline in the volume of imports was only about 
1 per cent. ; exports showed a decline of 19 per cent. 
and re-exports a decrease of 16 per cent. The 
average values last quarter were respectively 28, 21 
and 23 per cent. below those of the first three 
months of 1930. 


Foreign Coal, Iron and Steel (Page 615) 


Daily output of coal in February, 1986, was larger 
than in February, 1985, by 837°6 per cent. for anthra- 
cite and 13°8 per cent. for bituminous in the United 
States, and by 8°3 per cent. in Germany, but smaller 
by 87 per cent. in Poland. Considerable increases 
in pig iron production were shown for all the coun- 
tries specified except Luxemburg, an advance of 
20 per cent. being recorded for Germany ; furnaces in 
blast were more numerous by 25 in the United 
States, 13 in Germany, including the Saar, and 12 in 
the United Kingdom. Crude steel production was 
also substantially higher except in Luxemburg, 
increases of 22°6 and 22:0 per cent. respectively being 
shown fcr Germany and the United Kingdom.

RETAIL TRADE IN MARCH 


COMPARISON 


In continuation of the statistics relating to retail 
trade prepared by the Bank of England* there is given 
on page 608 a table showing the relation of sales in 
March, 1936, to sales in the corresponding period of 
1985. Index numbers{ showing the relation of certain 
sales in March, 1936, to average daily sales in 1933 are 
given in a further table. 

Figures are also given comparing the value, at cost, 
of stocks held and the number of persons employed at 
the end of March, 1936, with those for the same date in 
1935. A smaller number of concerns supply this in- 
formation; the co-operative societies in particular at 
present report sales only. 


COMPARABILITY OF PUBLISHED WITH INDIVIDUAL 
STATISTICS 

In comparing sales figures for individual concerns 
with the published results it should be remembered 
that retailers use a variety of accounting periods and 
also that the number of selling days in any calendar 
month varies from year to year. Returns have there- 
fore to be adjusted to some extent in order to render the 
sales for 1935 and 1986 comparable when combined into 
district or other totals. Almost all contributors now 
report the number of days on which selling took place 
in their shops during the period to which their figures 
relate. On each return, therefore, the 1935 sales are 
corrected, where necessary, by the appropriate amount 
to make them comparable with those of 1936, so far as 
length of period is concerned. Adjustments of this 
kind may be imperfect where a return relates to the 
sales of a number of shops in different towns, but the 
eror involved is not likely to affect the published 
figures. Corrections were few in number for March, 
there being no difference in the number of selling days 
in the calendar month in 1935 and 1936. 

It must also be remembered that the figures refer, 
as far as possible, only to the trade of branches or de- 
partments which have been established for a year at 
least and which were therefore actually in operation 
in the two months for which the return is made. The 
object of this is to minimise the danger of showing as 
expansion of trade as a whole in any district movements 
which are abnormal and which possibly reflect transfers 
of trade from established to newly-opened concerns. 
Once the new branch or department can report its own 
sales not only for the month in the current year but 
also for the same month a year earlier, the percentage 
movements recorded should not be seriously affected, 
but as the first comparisons will be with a period of 
small sales the published statistics will have a 
favourable bias. Further, the difficulty of ensuring 
adequate representation of the smaller individual trader 
in these statistics must always be borne in mind. 


SALES 


CoMPARISON witH TWELVE Montus HARLIER 

March.—The money value of sales in March, 1936, 
was 79 per cent. higher than in March, 1935, this rise 
being somewhat greater than that recorded for Febru- 
ary (7°3 per cent.). It may be that the slightly larger 
increase for March was due to the normal stimulus of 
the Easter holiday (which fell earlier in April this year 
than last) upon shopping in the preceding weeks. Sales

advanced most in the South of England (9°6 per cent.), 
and by very similar percentages—7‘6, 7°4 and 7:°7—in 
Scotland, in Wales and the North of England, and in 
Suburban London. The smallest increase, that for 
Central and West End London, amounted to as much 
as 6:0 per cent. 

Sales of food and perishables, which accounted for 
about 57 per cent. of the total value reported in March, 
were larger than a vear ago by 9°3 per cent. In the 
South of England they expanded by as much as 10°8 
per cent. Central and West End London showed the 
least improvement in this category (5:2 per cent.), but 
the sample in that area may not be fully representative. 

Sales of other merchandise increased by a smaller 
percentage than that recorded for food and perishables, 
the improvement for the country as a whole amounting 
to 6:2 per cent. Increases in the five areas varied from 
4:3 per cent. in Scotland to 7°6 per cent. in the South 
of England. An advance of more than 5 per cent. was 
recorded for each main category of merchandise except 
piece-goods, where the almost uninterrupted decline 
evident for many months past continued and sales were 
2:7 per cent. less than a year earlier. The most pro- 
nounced improvements were in hardware, sports and 
travel goods, miscellaneous and unallocated goods, and 
women’s wear, for each of which categories the increase 
reached 7:0 per cent. or more. The smallest rise (5:3 
per cent.) was in respect of fancy departments, 

February-March.—Total sales for the two months 
February-March exceeded those for the corresponding 
period of 1935 by 7°6 per cent. in the country as a 
whole, and by percentages ranging from 5°4 in Central 
and West End London to 9:0 in the South of England. 
A rise of 9:0 per cent. was recorded for food and perish- 
ables; among other categories, piece-goods alone 
showed a decline, the increases varying from 4°5 per 
cent. for furnishing departments to 84 per cent. for 
sports and travel goods. 


InpEX NuMBERS: AVERAGE Daity SALEs For 1933 = 100 


The downward seasonal trend in total sales, evident 
in January and February, was as usual reversed in 
March, when the index rose by 6 points to 108, Materia! 
is still insufficient for the effect of Easter to be gauged 
with any approach to accuracy, but the indexes for 
March and April, 1932-1935, indicate that a further 
pronounced increase may be expected for April. 
With the exception of Central and West End London, 
where the index advanced from 77 in February 
to 92 in March, the total index numbers for March were 
all well above 100; the greatest advance from the 
February index in the remaining districts was recorded 
for Scotland (7 points). 

The March index for food and perishables was 117, 
one point only above the February level. The corre- 
sponding difference between these two months in 1935 
also amounted to one point. Except in Central and 
West End London, where relatively low figures are 
generally recorded for months other than December, 
the index numbers in different districts ranged only 
from 117 to 122. 

The index for other merchandise also rose in March, 
the upward movement being more marked in Central 
and West End London (16 points) than elsewhere. The 
index for Great Britain as a whole moved from 88 in 
February to 97 in March, in which month the figures 
for the five districts varied from 92 in Central and West 
End London to 105 in Scotland. 


STOCKS 


Total stocks at cost were fractionally higher by 0:3 
per cent. at the end of March than at the corresponding 
date in 1935. There were decreases of less than one per 
cent. in Wales and the North of England and in Centra!

and West End London and an increase of the same 
order in the Suburban area. Movements of stocks were 
a little more pronounced in Scotland (—1°6 per cent.) 
and the South of England (+2°7 per cent.). There 
was an increase of 12°53 per cent. for the country as a 
whole in stocks of food and perishables, but this figure 
must be regarded with caution, as the sample of stocks 
reported in this category is much smaller than the 
corresponding sample of sales and may, therefore, be 
imperfectly representative. Four of the nine main 
categories of other merchandise showed larger stocks, 
the largest increases being 6:2 per cent. for fancy de- 
partments and 83-7 per cent. for boots and shoes. The

EMPLOYMENT 


The total number of persons reported as employed in 
retail establishments supplying this information was 
5-0 per cent. greater at the end of March than a year 
earlier. Selling staffs were larger by 2:1 per cent. and 
juveniles by 10-7 per cent. The only decrease reported 
in any district for any of the three classifications was 
0-9 per cent. for selling staffs in Suburban London.

VOLUME AND VALUE OF OUR OVERSEA TRADE 
FIRST QUARTER OF 1936 


The issue of the “‘ B.T.J.’’ dated April 23 included 
4 review in some detail of the oversea trade of the 
United Kingdom during the first quarter of 1936, as 
compared with the trade in the first and last quarters 
of 1935, dealing specifically with certain important 
dasses of goods, details of the external trade in which 
are recorded by quantities in the monthly Trade 
Accounts. 

In continuation of the quarterly series of articles 
dealing with the volume of the oversea trade of the 
United Kingdom, there is given, on pages 611-14, a 
comparison between the import and export trade of the 
frst quarter of the year 1936 and the trade of the 
corresponding quarters of 1930 and 1935; this com- 
parison is based on a revaluation of the trade of all 
three periods at the average values shown by the 
records of the whole year 1930. The results establish 
arelation between the volume of our external trade in 
each of these periods, eliminating the factor of price 
changes, and they also furnish an index of the aggre- 
gate effect of the alterations in prices which have 
taken place since 1930. By relating these data to 
similar data previously calculated in respect of pre- 
ceding periods, a broad review can be made of the 
trend of our oversea trade on a quantitative basis and 
also of the price variations experienced in that trade 
since 1930. 

It has not been practicable to obtain information for 
the first quarter of 1930 in as great detail as is now 
available in the Monthly Accounts, and the particulars 
shown in respect of that period are, in the main, 
based only on such information as was published in 
the Accounts prior to the revision of their form and 
scope which was introduced at the beginning of 1934, 
the necessary adjustments being made in respect of 
the transfer of items from one class or group to another 
in the revised classification. Further adjustments 
have been rendered necessary in the 1930 figures (and 
inthe 1935 figures previously published) owing to addi- 
tional transfers of items from one group or class to 
mother as from January, 1936. The magnitude of 
these transfers and their effect on the index numbers is 
comparatively unimportant in the case of the three 
main classes, though appreciable in respect of certain 
goups therein. 

It may be mentioned that, in order to complete 
these surveys of the various important classes of over- 
sea trade, it has been necessary to include estimates 
intespect of goods for which particulars of the quanti- 
ties imported or exported are not recorded; such esti- 
mates relate, in most cases, to relatively minor parts 
of the groups affected. 


GENERAL RESULTS 

The results of the revaluation of the external trade 
of the United Kingdom during the period January- 
March, 1936, at the average values of 1930, are sum- 
marised in the following table, in which, also, figures 
for the corresponding period of 1930 are inserted for 
purposes of comparison. The corresponding figures for 
1935 will be found in a later table.

On the basis of declared values, imports and exports, 
both of United Kingdom goods and of imported mer- 
thandise, in the first three months of 1936 showed a 





considerable decline in comparison with the corre- 
sponding period of 1930. After making allowance for 
the price changes which have occurred since 1930, how- 
ever, the decline in the volume of imports was only 
about 1 per cent., while in the case of exports of 
United Kingdom goods and of imported merchandise 
the declines were 19 per cent. and 16 per cent., respec- 
tively. The average values of imports, domestic 
exports and re-exports last quarter were respectively 
28, 21 and 23 per cent. below those of the correspond- 
ing period of 1930. 

In connection with the decline in the volume of re- 
exports compared with 1930, it should be noted that 
following the imposition of duties under the Import 
Duties Act, 1932, there has been an increase in the 
value of goods transhipped under bond, which are not 
recorded as imports and re-exports. In the absence of 
particulars of the goods so transhipped it is not pos- 
sible to calculate the changes in volume which have 
taken place, but if such goods had been included in 
re-exports, both in 1930 and in the most recent period, 
the decline in the total volume of goods not of United 
Kingdom produce or manufacture leaving this country 
would be seen to be appreciably less than that recorded 
for re-exports alone. 

Comparing the first quarter of this year with the 
corresponding period of 1935, imports increased in 
volume by 8 per cent., and re-exports by about 2} per 
cent., while the volume of domestic exports showed 
practically no change. In comparison with the last 
quarter of 1935, imports and domestic exports showed 
seasonal declines, amounting to about 7 per cent. in 
each case; re-exports increased by 2 per cent. 

Average values of imports in the first quarter of this 
year were 4 per cent. above those of the first quarter 
of 1935, though fractionally lower than in the last 
quarter of that year. Average values of re-exports, 
although some 16 per cent. below the 1930 level, were 
higher than in any quarter of the last five years, 
showing an increase of 11 per cent. and 6 per cent. as 
compared with the first and last quarters of 1935, 
respectively. For exports of United Kingdom goods, 


- average values continued at the level which has been 


maintained substantially unchanged since the middle 
of 1932, i.e. about 18 per cent. below the average of 
1930. 

Variations in the volume and average values of trade 
in each of the quarters of last year and the first quarter 
of the current year are shown in the following table, 
the figures in brackets relating to the trade in the 
corresponding period of 1930 revalued on the basis of 
average values of the whole year 1930.

Food, Drink and Tobacco.—The volume of retained 
imports of food, drink and tobacco last quarter was 
about 6 per cent. greater than a year ago and 9 per 
cent. more than in the first quarter of 1930. Com- 
pared with the corresponding period of 1935 there were 
increases in respect of seven of the nine groups in this 
class, the most important being tobacco (30 per cent.), 
grain and flour (18 per cent.), beverages and cocoa pre- 
parations (14 per cent.) and fresh fruit and vegetables 
(9 per cent.); small declines were recorded for meat 
and dairy produce. In respect of each group except 
meat and living animals for food, retained imports 
were greater in volume than in the first quarter of 
1930, the increases being substantial for grain and 
flour, feeding stuffs for animals, fresh fruit and vege- 
tables, and tobacco. For the class as a whole, there 
was a seasonal decline of 13 per cent. as compared with 
the last quarter of 1935. 


Average values of the retained imports of food, drink 
and tobacco in the aggregate were over 2 per cent. 
higher than a year ago, but still about 31 per cent. 
below those in the corresponding period of 1980. Com- 
pared with a year ago the only substantial changes

were increases of 10 and 8 per cent., respectively, jn 
the case of dairy produce and the miscellaneous food 
group, and a decline of 19 per cent. for tobacco; in the 
last-mentioned group the average value a year ago 
was exceptionally high. For the class as a whole, there 
was a decline of 3 per cent. compared with the lagt 
quarter of 1935. 


Raw Materials.—The volume of retained imports of 
raw materials constituted a record for the first quarte 
of the year, being 14 per cent. greater than a year 
earlier and 9 per cent. greater than in the first quarter 
of 1930. Very appreciable increases, compared with a 
year ago, were recorded for iron ore and scrap (88 per, 
cent.), undressed hides and skins (39 per eent.), raw 
silk (88 per cent.), non-ferrous ores and scrap (37 per 
cent.), raw cotton, etc. (274 per cent.), wood and 
timber (22 per cent.) and raw wool, etc. (21 per cent,), 
Only for two groups were decreases recorded, textile 
materials other than cotton, wool or silk declining by 
4 per cent., while, owing to greatly reduced imports 
coinciding with greatly increased re-exports, retained 
imports of raw rubber were less than one-tenth of those 
recorded a year earlier. Compared with the last 
quarter of 1935, retained imports of raw materials 
declined in volume by about 6 per cent. 


Average values in this class as a whole were about 
3 per cent. higher than a year ago, and 29 per cent. 
below those recorded for the first quarter of 1980. In 
comparison with the first quarter of 1935, the average 
value of raw wool, etc., rose by 20 per cent. and that of 
oil seeds, nuts, etc., by 17 per cent. The apparent rise 
of 79 per cent. in the average value of retained imports 
of the-raw rubber group has no significance, the 
abnormally low retained imports of raw rubber itself 
causing the higher valued gutta percha and balata to 
exert a much greater influence than normally on the 
average value of the group as a whole; for total imports 
the rise was only 7 per cent., while for re-exports the 
change was insignificant. The most important declines 
were in the average values of retained imports of 
wood and timber (8 per cent.) and non-ferrous ores and 
scrap (6 per cent.). Compared with the last quarter of 
1935, average values for the class as a whole rose by 
about 2 per cent. 


Manufactured Articles.—The volume of retained 
imports of articles wholly or mainly manufactured was 
about 7 per cent. greater than a year ago, and was the 
largest recorded for the first quarter of any year since 
1931; it was, however, 18 per cent. less than in the 
corresponding quarter of 1930. In comparison with 
the first quarter of last year, only two groups showed 
declines, that for non-ferrous metals and manufactures 
amounting to 19 per cent. Among the groups showing 
increases may be mentioned machinery (31 per cent), 
cutlery, etc. (22 per cent.), paper, cardboard, etc. (18 
per cent.), chemicals, etc. (14 per cent.), vehicles and 
miscellaneous textile manufactures (11 per cent.), and 
manufactured oils, including refined petroleum (9 per 
cent.). Of these groups, cutlery, paper, chemicals and 
oils also showed an increase compared with the first 
quarter of 1930, as did non-ferrous metals. Compared 
with the immediately preceding quarter, the volume of 
retained imports in this class was slightly smaller. 


Average values of retained imports of manufactures 
were about 6 per cent. higher than a year ago, but 25 
per cent. below those in the first quarter of 1930. The 
most important increase compared with a year ago was 
one of 80 per cent, in respect of non-ferrous metals, 
due in part to the different proportions of the several 
metals included in the aggregate, but also to substat- 
tial rises in the average values of some of the metals— 
notably copper, lead and zinc. Average values 0 
machinery fell slightly compared with a year ago, but 
were still higher than in the first quarter of 1930. 
Compared with the last quarter of 1935, average values 
in the class as a whole showed no change.

Food, Drink and Tobacco.—British exports of food, 
ink and tobacco during last quarter were about 8} 
yt cent, less in volume than in the first quarter of 
190, but 14 per cent. greater than in the correspond- 
ig period of last year. Exports of beverages and cocoa 
yeparations were greater by 38 per cent., as compared 
vith the first quarter of 1935, owing chiefly to larger 
aports of spirits, while an increase of 14 per cent. was 
ihown for the important ‘‘ Other food ’’ group, mainly 
respect of herrings and refined sugar. Compared 
vith the fourth quarter of 1935, exports in this class 
ihowed a seasonal decline of 14 per cent. 


Average values in this class as a whole were about 
{per cent. higher than in the first quarter of 1935, but 
Hper cent. lower than in the corresponding period of 
180. As compared with a year ago, the only im- 
prtant group in this class to show a decline was 
“Other food,’’ for which there was a fall of about 
‘per cent. For the class as a whole, average values 
rere somewhat lower than in the last quarter of 1935, 





Raw Materials. —The volume of exports of raw 
uterials last quarter was 9 per cent. less than in the 
ist quarter of 1935 and 28 per cent. less than in the 
omesponding period of 1930. Exports of coal declined 
wlittle more than half those of six years ago and were 
per cent. smaller than in the first quarter of last 
wat, Exports of raw wool, etc., although 28 per cent. 
maller than a year ago, were over half as large again 
in the first quarter of 1930. The following groups 
towed increases compared with each of the earlier 
tiods : Undressed hides and skins, non-ferrous ores 
al scrap, textile materials other than cotton, wool 
udsilk, and the miscellaneous group, while exports of 
wefined oils, etc., were smaller than in either of the 
utlier periods. Compared with the immediately pre- 
“ling quarter, exports of raw materials declined in 
‘lume by 16 per cent.; most of the groups shared in 
lis decrease, but coal was the chief factor. 


Average values of raw materials exported last 
luarter were the same as a year ago and 15 per cent. 
wer than in the first quarter of 1930. In may be 
ted that, as compared with six years ago, the decline 
ir'this class of exports was less than for the other two 
tin classes, due to the relatively small change in the 
etage value of coal, which accounts for roughly half 
ihe total. For raw wool, etc., the average value was 
lightly higher than a year ago, but still about 25 per 
‘ut, less than in the first quarter of 1930. Of the 
ther important groups in this class the only one to 
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show a decline in average value, as compared with the 
first quarter of 1935, was the miscellaneous group, in 
which case the decline was due in part to changes in 
make-up. Average values of raw materials in the 
aggregate were somewhat higher than in the fourth 
quarter of last year. 


Manufactured Articles.—The volume of exports of 
manufactured articles last quarter was the same as a 


‘ year earlier and about 18 per cent, smaller than in the 


first quarter of 1930. An increase as compared with 
the first quarter of last year occurred in respect of 
thirteen of the twenty groups in this class, some of the 
more important being as follows:—Manufactures of 
textiles other than cotton, wool or silk (15 per cent.), 
apparel (13 per cent.), miscellaneous articles (12 per 
cent.) and machinery (3 per cent.), while exports of 
woollen and worsted yarns and manufactures showed a 
small increase. For several important groups, how- 
ever, exports were smaller than a year ago, notably 
cotton yarns and manufactures (4 per cent.), chemicals, 
drugs, etc. (3 per cent.), vehicles (5 per cent.) and 
non-ferrous metals and manufactures (14 per cent.), 
while a small decline was shown for iron and steel and 
manufactures. The volume of exports was greater 
than in the first quarter of 1930 in the case of seven 
groups, the largest increases being recorded for the 
relatively small groups of cutlery, hardware, etc., 
rubber manufactures and silk yarns and manufactures. 
Among the larger groups, there were small increases 
for miscellaneous articles and for miscellaneous textile 
manufactures and declines for iron and steel and manu- 
factures (41 per cent.), machinery (24 per cent.) and 
vehicles (12 per cent.) ; cotton yarns and manufactures 
(30 per cent.), woollen and worsted yarns and manu- 
factures (2 per cent) and apparel (26 per cent.); and 
chemicals, drugs, etc. (6 per cent.). Exports of manu- 
factured articles last quarter were about 4 per cent. 
smaller in volume than in the preceding quarter. 
Average values of exports in this class as a whole 
showed a slight increase as compared with the first 
quarter of 1935, but were 21 per cent. lower than in the 
corresponding period of 1930. For the individual 
groups, also, average values were generally about the 
same as a year ago, the only appreciable changes being 
imereases of 13 per cent. in respect of manufactured 
oils and 8 per cent. in respect of non-ferrous metals.

Coal production in February, as a result partly of 
the shorter working month, was lower than in the 
previous month in all the countries specified in the 
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foregoing table except the United States, for which an 
appreciable increase .was recorded, the United States 
output in February being higher than in any 
month since October, 1930. Compared with a year 
earlier, production was greater in all the countries 
specified, except Poland, but it must be remembered 
that February contained one more day this year than 
last.

On a daily basis the output of bituminous coal in the 
United States in February was greater than in the 
previous month by 100 per cent., while anthracite 
output increased by 31°8 per cent., daily production of 
the former being at a higher rate than in any month 
since January, 1930, The remaining countries speci- 
fied in the above table showed declines in daily output 
ranging from 03 per cent. for Belgium to 11°5 per cent. 
for Poland. Compared with February, 1935, increases 
occurred in the case of the United States (bituminous 
13°8 per cent., anthracite 376 per cent.), Germany 
(83 per cent.) and Belgium (49 per cent.), while 
declines were recorded for Poland (8-7 per cent.) and 
France (0°3 per cent.).

In Belgium, coal stocks were about 4 per cent. lower 
at the end of February than a month earlier, this 
being the sixth successive month of decrease. In the 
German areas of the Ruhr, Western Upper Silesia and 
the Aachen District there were increases of 12, 10 and 
3 per cent., respectively, while in Lower Silesia there 
was @ decline of about 2 per cent.

Committee, the Customs duty of 10 per cent. charge- 
able on sodium bichromate and potassium bichromate 
is, from April 24, 1936, increased to 8s. per cwt. and 
10s, per cwt. respectively. These commodities are 
largely used in the tanning, textile finishing and colour 
making industries. 

The Committee state in their Report that the home 
and export trade in these goods is in large measure 
controlled by an international cartel which is subject 
to annual renewal, and the fact that, alone among par- 
ticipating countries, the United Kingdom is relatively 
unprotected makes for some insecurity in the position. 
Moreover, the British market has been exposed to com- 
petition from independent foreign producers who, by a 
steady policy of slightly undercutting prices, have 
rapidly increased their trade here. 

The Committee are satisfied that a declaration in 
regard to prices which has been made by the home 
manufacturers is sufficient to safeguard consumers’ 
interests.

The Controller of the Anglo-Spanish Clearing Offy 
has received numerous enquiries as to the delay likely

Tue Present Posrrion 

The following general description of the present 
position may assist traders to interpret these weekly 
statements. 

In 1935 imports into the United Kingdom from Spain 
(including the Balearic Islands, the Canary Island 
and Spanish ports in North Africa) were valued at £13 
million and United Kingdom exports and re-exports to 
Spain (including the above-mentioned Spanish terr- 














tory) were approximately £7 million. The actual 
sterling collections of the Clearing Office will 
however, be substantially less than the value oj 





intports from Spain on account of necessary deductions 
for freight, commission and other charges payable in 
the United Kingdom before the net proceeds of sales 
are remitted to Spain. 








ESTIMATED SPANISH ARREARS 

Precise figures are not available, but it is believed 
that the arrears existing at the date (January 13, 1936) 
of the coming into force of the Anglo-Spanish Pay- 
ments Agreement and falling on the Clearing Office 
will be of the order of £6} million, while it is esti- 
mated, on present indications, that the Clearing Office 
will collect between £8 and £9 million during the 
present year. On these figures, which are very rough 
estimates, the liquidation of the above-mentioned 
arrears will take between nine months and one yeat, 
and the elimination of delays will necessarily be 
gradual, 

His Majesty’s Government have represented to the 
Spanish Government the need for special measures 
being taken to liquidate the arrears in order that 
sterling may be released for current trade, and meal- 
time, in present circumstances, United Kingdom 
exporters to Spain should bear in mind the existing 
position, as outlined above.

GENERATION OF ELECTRICITY IN GREAT 
BRITAIN 


In the course of a preface to the Electricity Commission’s* 
Report for the calendar year 1935, the Secretary to the 
Commission states that returns were received in respect of 
458 generating stations, a decrease of 12 from the number 
included in the last return for the year 1934. The difference 
was accounted for by the closing of 27 stations beforé Janu- 
ary 1, 1935, by the putting into commission of six new 
stations and two standby stations during the year; and by 
the inclusion in the Return of seven other existing stations 
which had previously been operated on a non-statutory basis, 
but became part of authorised undertakings during the year. 


The total number of units generated at the 458 stations 
during 1935 was 18,993,474,436, an increase of 12-4 per cent. 
on the corresponding figures for 1934; and the total amount 
of coal, coke and fuel oil consumed was 12,500,056 tons, or 
an increase of 8-9 per cent. 


ENGAGEMENTS OF SEAMEN IN MARCH 
QUARTER, 1936 


Engagements of seamen at mercantile marine offices in 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland during the first quarter 
of 1936 numbered 90,939, as compared with 94,194 and 
98,397, respectively, in the corresponding quarters of 1935 
and 1934. In the returns of engagements prior to 1935, 
the seamen were classified under the headings (1) British, 
other than Asiatics and Africans; (2) Foreigners, other than 
Asiatics and Africans; (3) Chinese; (4) Arabs; and (5) Other 
Asiatics and Africans. Commencing with the March quarter 
of 1935, the figures published in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ have been 
on a new basis, the statistics being designed to effect a com- 
plete separation of the seamen according to whether they 
are of British or of foreign nationality. Among the sub- 
totals the only ones comparable with those published in the 
‘* B.T.J.”’ for quarters prior to 1935 are those relating to 
Chinese and Arab seamen.

Engagements of British seamen last quarter were 2,707 less 
than a year earlier, but the decline in engagements of 
foreign seamen was relatively greater, and British seamen 
represented 97-2 per cent. of the total engagements, as com- 
pared with 96-7 per cent. a year earlier. The number of 
engagements of white British seamen declined by 2,963, 
but there were increases in respect of Arab and “ other 
seamen *’ of British nationality. Engagements of foreign 
seamen last quarter numbered 548 less than a year earlier, 
the reduction being shared by each of the four classifications 
of seamen for which particulars are shown in the table. 


The proportion of the total represented by White, Chinese, 
Arab and other seamen was much the same in each quarter. 
The engagements of Chinese showed a decrease of 144 (31 
per cent.), and the decline in engagements of Arab seamen 
continued, the number engaged last quarter (418) being 
about 4 per cent. less than a year earlier. The total of 
‘* other seamen,’’ on the other hand, was about the same as 
in the first quarter of 1935.

OVERSEA TRADE IN JANUARY 


The oversea trade figures for the month of January, 1936, 
roontly made available by the Commonwealth Statistician, 
how an increase in both imports and exports of merchandise 
jscompared with January, 1935. Imports were higher in 
value by £stg.1,651,000 (26-1 per cent.), and exports higher 
wy £stg.674,000 (9-6 per cent.). : 

‘For the month under review, the commodity balance of 
trade was unfavourable, imports of merchandise exceeding 

rts by £stg.277,000. In January, 1935, a favourable 
jalance of £stg.700,000 was recorded. Oversea trade in 
December, 1935, resulted in a favourable commodity balance 
if £stg.3,523,000. 

The favourable commodity balance of trade for the seven 
nonths July-January, 1935-36, was £stg.5,251,000, as com- 
yred with a favourable balance of £stg.1,902,000 for July- 
January, 1934-35. Including bullion and specie, the favour- 
ible balance for July-January, 1935-36, was £stg.10,620,000, 
ainst a favourable balance of £stg.6,149,000 for the seven 
nonths of 1934-35.

I 
Barbados weather has continued to be very dry, and good 
showers would be welcome to assist the growth of the young 
cane cultivation. 

A revised estimate of the current Jamaican sugar crop 
indicates an outturn of 90,000 tons, or 5,000 tons more than 
the original estimate. Exports of bananas in the first two 
months of the year amounted to 1,284,060 stems, as compared 
with 2,452,205 stems during the corresponding period of last 
year. The market for ginger is steady. 

In Trinidad the weather has been extremely dry and vely 
hot, and more rain is now generally needed. Grinding # 
the 1936 sugar crop continues under favourable conditions, 
and the results to date are stated to be very satisfactory. 
The present cocoa crop is reported to be a failure on account 
of the heavy rains experienced late last year, and becau% 
of the prevalence of ‘‘ thrips’’ and the increase of “ witeh- 
broom.’’ Cocoa prices locally on March 19 represented al 
increase of 20 per cent. over those obtaining in March of last 
year. The Cocoa Relief Subsidy is being allotted, and iti 
considered that this industry will show some improvement = 
view of the funds now made available for cultivation. The 
crop of grapefruit promises to be a large one. 

Concerning the Leeward and Windward Islands, weather 
conditions throughout these groups have been very dry, 
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rains would be welcome. Sugar grinding is general in 
st. Lucia, where the output is expected to exceed last 
gason’s record of 6,994 tons. Exports of arrowroot from 
st, Vincent for the two months ended with February 
amounted to 4,842 barrels, as compared with 4,439 barrels 
during the corresponding period of 1935. 

In British Guiana the prolonged spell of exceedingly dry 
yeather was broken about the middle of March, when heavy 
sowers were experienced, which have greatly benefited all 
dasses of cultivation. More interest is being shown in 
Demerara rice, and the market for this commodity is fairly 
ative, with local prices showing an increase in all grades. 
ixports of bauxite for the two months ended with February 
mounted to 20,017 tons, as compared with 10,578 tons 
during the corresponding period of last year.—Barclays 
Bank (Dominion, Colonial and Overseas).

SOUTH AFRICA 
TRADE CONDITIONS 


The General Managers of the Standard Bank of South 
Africa supply the following information regarding trade 
conditions in the Union of South Africa :— 

General business in the Union is proceeding normally, 
but additional briskness is reported from Johannesburg 
owing to the influx of visitors for the annual Agricultural 
Show. At Cape Town the lateness of the summer weather is 
delaying the usual purchases of winter goods. Government 
and railway budgets fully confirm the progress of the Union 
in the past financial year, and the unexpected increase in 
revenue for March raised the estimated surplus of Govern- 
ment accounts from £3,055,000 to over £3,800,000. 


Building activity continues and substantial schemes are 
foreshadowed for Cape Town. 

Soaking rains have fallen in all parts of the Union, and 
farming conditions are good; an ample supply of winter 
pasturage is assured. Agricultural implements are in good 
demand, particularly ploughs and seed-drills. 


Gotp Output: Rarway EARNINGS 


The Transvaal gold output in March (26 working days) 
amounted to 933,776 fine ozs., with a value, including the 
premium, on the basis of £7 0s. 6d. per fine oz., o 
£6,559,776, as compared with 882,309 fine ozs., with a value, 
on the basis of £7 6s. Od. per oz., of £6,440,856 for March, 
1935 (also 26 working days). The March production figure 
was the highest since September, 1933. The average daily 
output again rose slightly, and native employment increased 
by 1,697 to 288,610, constituting a fresh record. 


Railway earnings for the year ended March 31 amounted 
to about £30,030,000, or £3,718,000 above the official esti- 
mate, as compared with about £27,160,000 in the previous 
year. The estimated railway earnings for the current year 
are based on a weekly average of £575,000, as compared with 
£506,000 last year.

MaizE AND WHEAT 


The second preliminary estimate of the Union maize crop, 
based on conditions in the third week in March, is 15,514,000 
tags. This is a reduction of 600,000 bags as compared with 
the previous estimate, owing to the absence of rain at the 
fowering stage, but subsequent rains have improved 
prospects. The Maize Control Board reaffirms that there is 
no shortage of supplies in the Union, and weak consumption 
demand has caused local prices to fall slightly. The market 
js sensitive. 

The wheat surplus is expected to reach 2 million bags, and 
the Wheat Control Board is endeavouring to keep the sur- 
plus off the market by compensating for losses sustained 
through storage. The Government has undertaken to assist 
toa maximum extent of £125,000. 


Woor, Hives, Ere. 


Stocks of combing wools are practically exhausted, and 
competition for short wools is keen and general at all ports; 
prices are very firm. 


The mohair market is exceptionally firm, but the scarcity 
of stocks is restricting business. 

Hides are firm in spite of a fall in demand. The upward 
irend of prices for skins has received a check, and merinos 
are distinctly easier. Supplies are small. 


Goatskins are only slightly lower, and demand has been 
maintained. Cape skins are unchanged. 


A better tone is reported on the ostrich feather market at 
Port Elizabeth, and competition is more general. 


Wattle bark supplies are heavy and local prices have de- 
dined in sympathy with oversea values. The extract market 
is depressed owing to the uncertainty of the position in 
Rurope. 


The soft goods trade shows a between-season slackening, 
but turnovers are satisfactory. Manufacturing industries 
generally continue to be fully employed. 


Exports of deciduous fruit in March were 1,118,806 cases, 
making a total for the season to date of 3,661,522, compared 
with 2,810,498 at the same time last year. Exports of dried 
fruit in March amounted to 2,162,392 lbs., making a total 
for the year to date of 5,813,721 lbs., as compared with 
3,197,807 lbs. for the corresponding period in 1935.

FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY—FEBRUARY 


The British Commercial Secretary at Helsingfors state 
that the statistics of foreign trade for the months of January 
and February clearly reflect the influence of the reduction 
as from January 1, 1936, of Customs duty on certain im. 
portant commodities. It was natural that in the last months 
of 1935 importers should have postponed clearing such goods 
in order to take advantage of the tariff concessions in the 
new year. The result was that in January and February 
imports were unusually brisk for the season. But the ex. 
pansion of exports has also been maintained, and the level 
is far higher than for the same period last year. 


Foreign trade as a whole has therefore been unusually 
active, as will be seen from the following table, showing 
imports, exports and balance of trade in January and Feb.

(1913 = 100). 

The goods on which tariff reduction had been conceded were 
mainly responsible for the increased value of total imports. 
Thus the three groups cereals, groceries and animal fodder 
together accounted for an increase of 90 million F.mks. out 
of a total increase in trade of 195 million F.mks. In the 
metal group, the importation of bullion in January and 
February amounted to 36 million F.mks., and this was 
mainly responsible for a rise in the total import value in this 
category of 47 million F.mks. The remaining increase is 
fairly equally distributed among the other import groups, 
as will be seen from the following table, showing imports in 
the principal categories :—

It is significant that, despite considerable increases 
imports of foodstuffs and groceries, the value of raw 
materials and machinery in the first two months of the 
current year together constituted 62 per cent. of the total 
import trade, compared with less than 58 per cent. in the 
same period of 1935. 


Exports 


Finnish export trade maintains its steady development. 
Record volumes of exports are still being achieved, though 
the paper and pulp exporters complain of an unsatisfactory 
price level for most of their products. The export volume 
index for the two months under review was 382-3 (1913 = 
100). As is customary in the early part of the year, exports

of paper and pulp were the dominating factor, the total 
value of these commodities being 421 million F.mks., or 50 

r cent. of total exports, as compared with 348 million 
F.mks. last year. Exports of sulphate cellulose have been 
particularly susceptible to development because of increased 
capacity at the mills and somewhat more satisfactory market 
conditions than for sulphite cellulose. The volume of sul- 
phate cellulose exported in January and February amounted 
to 51,600 tons, an increase by 50 per cent. over last year. 
There were also increases in the shipment of sulphite cellu- 
lose from 118,000 ‘tons last year to 154,500 tons this year, 
mechanical pulp from 38,000 to 47,000 tons, and paper from 
56,800 to 67,800 tons. The reserve of orders both in the 
paper and cellulose industries is exceedingly large. The 
serve of orders for cellulose, for example, is between a 
million and 1,200,000 tons, which exceeds the existing annual 
output notwithstanding ‘recent extension. 


Export sales of timber have been satisfactory, some 600,000 
standards, representing 60 per cent. of the total annual 
turnover, having been disposed of at very much better prices 
than last year, when sales at the end of February were 
only some 300,000 stds. It is understood that the steps 
taken by the sawmill owners for the fulfilment of the Copen- 
hagen agreement for the curtailment of production have 
heen successful, 


Exports of dairy produce have improved over recent 
years. The value of the trade in the first two months of 
1936 was 94 million F.mks., of which butter was responsible 
for 43 million F.mks., cheese for 11 million F.mks., eggs for 
4 million F.mks., and bacon for 7 million F.mks.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY—FEBRUARY 


After making adjustment for the extra day in February 
this year, exports and imports followed roughly the usual 
seasonal movements, states a report forwarded by the Com- 
mercial Counsellor to H.M. Embassy at Washington from 
the United States Department of Commerce. Without 
adjustment, exports declined 7-7 per cent. and imports in- 
creased 2°9 per cent, compared with January. Although 
still far below the peak year 1929 in value, exports were 
8 per cent. larger and imports 130 per cent, greater in 
value than when the low point for February trade was 
reached in 1933. 


With the decline in exports and the increase in imports, 
general imports of merchandise in February exceeded total 
exports of merchandise by 10,191,000 dols. In February, 
1985, there was a net balance of merchandise exports of 
10,508,000 dols, For the first two months of 1936 the net 
balance of merchandise exports amounted to 319,000 dols. as 
compared with 19,898,000 dols. in the corresponding period 
of 1935. 


Imports in February, 1936, amounted to 192,821,000 dols. 
as compared with 152,491,000 dols. in February, 1935. The 
increase was distributed over a wide range of products in 
every commodity group. Sugar imports amounted to 703 
nillion lbs., valued at 16,395,000 dols., as compared with 
312 million lbs., valued at 7,017,000 dols., in February, 1935; 
raw silk imports totalled 4,870,000 lbs., valued at 9,030,000 
dols., as compared with 6,197,000 lbs., valued at 7,825,000 
dols.; imports of hides and skins amounted to 26,471,000 
lbs., valued at 4,576,000 dols., as against 18,498,000 lbs., 
valued at 2,836,000 dols.; imports of unmanufactured wool 
reached 20,800,000 Ibs., valued at 4,340,000 dols., as com- 
pared with 12 million lbs., valued at 1,649,000 dols. in 
February, 1935. 


Other products imported in larger amounts than in 
February last year included meats, fish, furs and manufac- 
tures, nuts, coffee, whisky, oilseeds, inedible expressed oils, 
wmmanufactured tobacco, wood pulp, newsprint, precious 
stones, tin, nickel and fertilisers. 


Among commodities to be imported in smaller amounts 
were butter, cheese, grains and preparations, feedstuffs, 
cocoa and crude rubber. 


Exports amounted to 182,630,000 dols., as compared with 
162,999,000 dols. in February, 1935. This increase was 
chiefly the result of larger shipments of tobacco, petroleum 
products, machinery and automobiles. Unmanufactured 
cotton exports were 5 per cent. larger, in terms of quantity, 
mt, because of lower prices, fractionally smaller in terms of 
value.

CHILE—PERU 
TREATY OF COMMERCE 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of the text of a 
Treaty of Commerce and amending protocol between Chile 
and Peru signed on March 17, 1934, and February 2, 1935, 
respectively, which came into force on November 26, 1935, 
on exchange of ratifications. 

The treaty is concluded for a period of two and a-half 
years from the date of the exchange of ratifications, but may 
be prolonged by mutual consent of the parties for two con- 
secutive periods of three months. 

Tariff concessions are accorded by each of the parties to 
goods of importance to the trade of the other. 

Chile agrees to take 70 per cent. (fixed at 84,000 tons) of 
its consumption of sugar from Peru, and in return Peru will 
take 70 per cent. of its consumption of wheat from Chile. 
In both cases import is to be free of restrictive measures. 


Peru will admit 40,000 tons of the wheat imported from 
Chile free of import duty. 

The following goods of Chilean origin will be admitted 
into Peru free of import duties and additional charges :— 


Natural fertilisers, rough lumber, processed milk (up to 
1,000 tons per annum), sulphur, lignite and bitu- 
minous coal, pedigree animals and poultry, fresh and 
dried fruit, red pepper, fodder and alfalfa seed. 


Similar treatment is accorded to the following goods of 
Peruvian origin on import into Chile :— 


Natural fertilisers, rough lumber, raw and ginned cotton 
(up to 100,000 kilogs. per annum), anthracite coal, 
cotton yarns (up to 500,000 kilogs. per annum). 


Peru grants a rebate of 50 per cent. of import duties and 
surtaxes on a considerable range of natural products, on 
cane furniture, certain glassware, whole calf skins, and 
insulators of china and porcelain of Chilean origin. 

Each of the contracting parties agrees to accord to the 
goods of the other mentioned in the treaty most-favoured- 
nation treatment in respect of all charges. Similar treat- 
ment is accorded in respect of export duties. 

To encourage the development of shipping, each of the 
parties agrees to grant preference to the ships of the other

if at any time it is necessary to introduce foreign shipping 
into the coasting trade. 

National treatment is accorded to products and goods 
mentioned in the treaty of each of the parties in the terri- 
tories of the other in respect of internal legislation. 

Provision is made for the creation of a permanent mixed 
commission to study question, the scope of which are de- 
tailed in the treaty, likely to arise in the course of trade 
between the parties. 

A regime of duty-free import is provided for animal, vege- 
table and mineral products of Tacna imported into the 
coast zone of Chile between Arica and Taltal, and for goods 
of Chilean origin imported over the land frontier of Peru 
into Taena from Arica.

IMPORT OF CERTAIN OILS AND FATS

The French ‘“‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of April 18 announces the 
exhaustion of the quotas allotted to ‘‘ other ’’ countries, in- 
cluding the United Kingdom, for the import into France 
until June 30 of uncut flat sheet of iron or steel, except 
silicon steel, and except that intended for shipbuilding (ex 
Tariff No. 210) and of insulating sheets of vegetable fibres, 
more than 10 mm. thick (ex Tariff No. 462), in consequence 
of which imports of such goods may not be resumed until 
further notice. 


IMPORT OF FISH 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel’’ of April 25 announces 
that imports of fresh or frozen sea fish other than brill, 
bass, sturgeon, grey mullet, red mullet, sole, surmullet and 
turbot (ex Tariff No. 45) into France from the United King- 
dom may be resumed as from that date. 


IMPORT OF CERTAIN WOOD PULP AND 
PRINTING PAPER 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’? of April 22 publishes a 
Decree, dated April 21, which contains the following pro- 
visions for the importation into France free of Customs duty 
of certain wood pulp and printing paper. 

Within the limits of quotas to be fixed annually, and 
subject to conditions to be laid down subsequently, duty-free 
admission is accorded to cellulose pulp (Tariff No. 168) im- 
ported for the manufacture of machine-made paper weigh- 
ing from 45 grammes (inclusive) to 120 grammes (inclusive) 
per square metre, in rolls at least 25 cms. in width or in 
reams, and intended for the direct printing of newspapers 
and periodicals. 

There is to be admitted free of duty, under conditions to 
be specified subsequently, an annual quota of 25,000 
metric tons of machine-made paper weighing 45 grammes 
(inclusive) to 120 grammes (inclusive) per square metre, 
not containing esparto or rags, in rolls at least 25 cms. 
in width or in reams, with watermarks spaced 5 cms. 
apart, and intended for the direct printing of newspapers 
and periodicals, which is classified under either Tariff No. 
461 G or Tariff No. 461 I. As an exception, however, the 
quota entitled to duty-free admission during the period 


* April 22 to December 31, 1936, is to be equal to the balance 


of the quota of 47,000 metric tons of printing paper entitled 
to importation during 1936 at reduced rates of duty (see 
the ‘ B.T.J.” of October 3, 1935, page 472), which had not 
been declared for consumption on April 22. 

The reduced rates of duty which have hitherto been 
accorded to certain kinds of printing paper are now with- 
drawn, except that machine-made paper for printing school 
books (ex Tariff No. 461 G) and white-laid fancy paper for 
printing newspapers, periodicals and books (ex Tariff No. 
461 M) will continue to be admitted at the appropriate re- 
duced rates until September 30, 1936, provided that docu- 
mentary proof is given that delivery is being made in 
execution of contracts concluded before April 1, 1936. 


FRANCE—HAYTI | 
COMMERCIAL CONVENTION 


With reference to the notice in the “‘ B.T.J.” of July 17, 
1930 (page 75), the Board of Trade have received notification 
that the French Government have denounced the Franco- 
Haytian Commercial Convention of April 1, 1930, and the

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Athens hy 
forwarded a translation of a Ministerial Decree No. 2363

port permits in excess of quota may be granted for goods to 
be defined by the Greek Minister of National Economy 
against exports of Samos muscat wine up to completion oj 
a quantity of 50,000 hectolitres, such goods to be of the 
origin of those countries to which the wine is exported. 

The relative permits will be granted by the Bank oj 
Greece, which will demand such guarantees as it may con. 
sider fit for the due execution of exchange of produce, and 
may grant import permits before the export of the wine js 
effected whenever it considers this expedient.

H.M. Representative at Bagdad has forwarded copy of 
Customs Notification No. 10 of 1935, which prohibits the 
importation into ’Iraq of rubber pacifiers known as “baby 
comforters”? used for the amusement of babies, and al!

LITHUANIA 
REGULATIONS GOVERNING THE ISSUE OF 
IMPORT LICENCES ! 

With reference to the notice in the “‘ B.T.J.’’ of June 2, 
1935, H.M. Representative at Kovno has forwarded a trans- 
lation of an Announcement in the ‘ Lithuanian Govern. 
ment Gazette’’ of January 18, 1936, effective as from 
January 1, 1936, fixing the following fees for the grant of 
licences by the Foreign Trade Committee for the importa- 
tion of goods :— 

(1) Trading firms pay 350 Lits on the first complete 
or incomplete 10,000 Lits of goods to be imported, and there- 
after, 150 Lits per annum on every additional complete or 
incomplete 10,000 Lits. 

(2) Manufacturers pay 250 Lits on the first complete or 
incomplete 10,000 Lits of goods to be imported, and there- 
after, 100 Lits per annum on every additional complete or 
incomplete 10,000 Lits. 

In exceptional cases the Minister of Finance has the right 
either to reduce or to waive the above-mentioned fee. 

The Minister of Finance shall lay down regulations 
governing the levying of the fee. 

The same publication contains the following suppleme- 
tary note to paragraph 57 of the Customs Statutes :— 

‘‘For a breach of the import regulations or of the law 
and regulations governing foreign currency transactions the 
Minister of Finance shall have the right either to cancel 
licences issued by the Foreign Trade Committee or to de- 
prive persons of their right to import goods during one 
year.” 

This modification came into force on January 18, 1936. 


NETHERLANDS 
CRISIS LEVY ON IMPORTED COFFEE 

The ‘‘ Nederlandsche Staatscourant ’’ contains the rates 
of crisis levy on imported coffee, to be effective from 
April 16-December 31, 1936. ‘he rates are: 10 florins per 
100 kilogrammes for unroasted coffee in the husk (hoort- 
schil), 12 fl. per 100 kilogrammes for other unroasted coffee, 
and 16 fl. per 100 kilogrammes for roasted coffee ; as regards 
extracts and essences, 0-70 fl. per 100 kilogrammes has to be 

paid for each per cent. of coffee content. 

In the following cases an extra levy will not be payable 

or the levy paid will be refunded :— 

(a) If the coffee is to be used for the preparation of goods 
for which the above-mentioned amounts have not 
to be paid on importation thereof, i.e. in cases 
where the Minister of Finance has granted exemp- 
tion for certain quantities which were to have his 
approval. 

(b) On the importation of samples taken from imported 

- coffee, which has not been brought into free trafic, 
provided the quantities do not exceed the rate that 
is usual in the trade, taking into account the pre 
scriptions given by the Minister of Finance. 

(c) On loss of goods, which has occurred while the goods 
are nominally in bond if and in so far as the 
cause is obviously due to the drawing of samples.

IMPORT AND EXPORT REGIME 


H.M. Representative at Bucharest reports, by telegraph, 
that a communication was made to the Press on April 4 by 
the Foreign Bills Department of the National Bank of 
Roumania which stated that the premium to be paid on 
pounds sterling by Roumanian firms for commercial arrears 
jue to the United Kingdom has now been fixed by the 
Ministry of Finance at 38 per cent., instead of the previous 
rate of 44 per cent.

CERTIFICATES OF ORIGIN FOR POSTAL 
PACKAGES 


The Commercial Counsellor to H.M. Legation at 
Bucharest reports that, according to the terms of Customs 
Cireular No. 428675 of March 31, the Quota Commission 
has decided that postal packages of any weight and coming 
from any country may be imported into Roumania without 
a certificate of origin, provided the origin of the parcels is 
dearly shown on the accompanying documents. 


The Circular further states that no special import permit 
is required and no certificate of origin for postal packages 
weighing under 2 kilogrammes and having a maximum value 
of Lei 200 per kilogramme. The values will be checked by 
the average values fixed for the calculation of the Luxury 
and Turnover Tax.
